LONDON — World finandal markets 
went on alen after the Bank of England 
announced late Sunday ni^t that there 
would be no rescue for Barings, the British 
merchant bank that announced crippling 
losses on Friday. The bank will now be 
forced into administration. 

Barings, Britain's oldest merchant bank 
and one that has extensive opoations in 
Asia, was rectir^ from losses now estimat- 
ed to exceed £S00 milliba (S790 miHion). 
Offirials said it was the fact that the Josses 
could not yet be fully quantified that ulti- 
mately made any rescue inqxKsible. 

The Bank of England strewed that it was 
ready to provi^ Qquidhy to the banking 
system and London markets would open 
as nonnal on Monday. 

Barings' offidals aided by the Bank oi 
England governor, Ed^ Gexrgo, and oth- 
ers had raced ag;dnst the clodc over the 
weekend in an attei^t to shore up the 
bank before the opening of the first Aaan 
finandal markets at 9 P.M. London time 
Sunday nigbL Authorities feared that un- 
less the situation could be stabilized, al- 
ready jittery Hnandal markets would be 
thro^ into disarray when trading com- 
menced on Monday. 

Sources close to the n^otiaiions said on 
Sunday that the rescue efforts had cen- 
tered on first assessing the scale of the 
/tuinag #' at Barings and then on finding 
enough c^ to stabilize the situation 
pending the sale of Baring in pan at in 
full to another institution. Once a dearer 
undexstanding of Barings' condition was 
reached, the Bank of England then tom^ 
hat in hand, to other financial bouses with 
operations in Lond<m in an attenqpt to 
persuade them to contribute to a so-called 
lifeboat fund. 

**ln the past, the Bank of England has 
been extremely, efficient 'in sorting these' 
sons ^ things but," Said Robert Thomas, 
senior bond straiegjsi at NalWcst Mar- 
kets,

Soviet-Era Atomic Debris Orbits Earth

NEW YORK~ After sifting dues for 
five years, a team of scientific sleuths has 
found that puzzling clouds of junk orbit- 
ing the Earth are made up of radioacii\'e 
debris lealtin| from a large group of 
ortHting Russau oudear reactors. 

It is the first ouyor case of nuclear 
pollution in ^>ace and one of the messi- 
est envircouDental legades of the Cold 
War. 

The atomic debris, estimated at 70.000 
detectable partides and p^haps millions 
of smaller ones, poses no danger to hu- 


mans, enpeits say. But it threatens to 
damage w*7rking satellites and force 
en^eers tO add more shidding to help 
protect new spacecra^ 

The doud is seemingly destined to 
grow, tbou^ by bow much is unclear. 

“We’re worried about it,** Dr. Donald 
J, Kessler, the senior sdeniist for orbital 
debris studies at NA^. said. “It lodts 
like it could be pretty bad." 

&perts say the episode drives home 
the dangers posed by de«i satellites, 
shattered rocket stages and miUioas of 
other bits of manmade debris that speed 
around the Earth in an orbital junkyard. 

Tbe mess has grown so great over the 
decades that it now threatens to erupt 


into a chain reaction in whidr a speeding -, 
scrap fcstsa large ottjecL shattering itlmo 
hundreds of pieces that repeat and am- 
plify the process in a cascade of destruc- 
tion. 

The Russian reactors are threatening 
to wreak havoc in the most crowded 
orbit in tbe heavens, roughly 600 miles 
(9TO kUometeis) up. The band is jammed 
with satellites for navigation, surveiJ- 
lance, weather tracking and oteervation 
of nature! resources. 

Tbe leaks are of a radioactive and 
highly corrorive coolant, a mixture of 
sodium and potassium in liquid metal

U.S.-China Accord 


Averts a Trade War 

SigningFoUows Beijing Raid of Plant 
That Violated American Copyrights

BEIJING — U.S. and Chinese negotia- 
tors signed an agreement Sunday on the 
protection of inielleciual property, nar- 
rowly averting s trade war after ail-night 
t^s and an early-morning raid by the 
Chinese military on a compact and laser 
disk factory in Sheozben. 

Chinese and American trade officials 
completed the paajusi before U.S. sanc- 
tions on more than SI billion worth of 
imported Chinese-made gpods were to go 
into effect. 

[President Bill Clinton hailed tbe accord 
Sunday, calling it a strong agreement that 
would help l/.S. companies and workers, 
Raters repeated from Washington. 

[“U.S. action in China is part of the 
broader economic strategy of my adminis- 
tration to create high-paying jobs for 
Americans.** he said.] 

A 20-page, single-spaced enforcemenl 
plan calls on Beijmg to inspect over the 
next three months evefy one of the 29 
compact and laser disk f^tori^ in China 
and to destroy pirated goods and rauip- 
ment used to produce them. U.S. officials 
have cc^iiTDM that tix of those plants 
were shut oown during the negotiations. 

One key stickiDg point was resolved ear- 
ly Sunday when the People's Liberation 
Army raided and dosed down the Shenfea 
plant in the southern boomtown of Shenz- 
hen. American officials considered it the 


most fla^ant violator of copyri^is in Chi- 
na. It gained notoriety for selling copies 
here of “Tbe Lion King” video, which has 
not yet been released in the United States. 

The accord also provides greater access 
for U.S. recording and film to (he Chinese 
market, lifting existing Chinese quotas on 
import^ movies and permitting revenue- 
sharing and distribution arrangements be- 
tween American film studios and Chinese 
partners. 

The agreement also addresses irritaung 
issues for U.S. companies operating here. 
Althou^ Chinese courts can impose fairly 
substantial fines and other penalties on 
violators of copyrights, patents and trade- 
marks. in practice prosecutors rarely ask 
for the maxim um penalti^ and often ask 
for the minimum. Under the accord, there 
are assurances about seeking suffer penal- 
ties for producers of knockoff goods. 

The two sides also pledg^ to share 
detailed information about violators who 
are caught and prosecuted to make sure 
enforcement actions are followed through. 
Earlier, American companies complained 
that one pirate oxopact disk maker was 
briefly closed down and then allowed to 
reopen.

BELflNG — A dozen prominent intel- 
lectuals have fonn^ petitioned China’s 
pariiamentaiy bodies to conduct an inde- 
pendent investigation into corruptioD in 
the Chinese leadeidiip. 

Tbe suiprismgfy bold step by a group 
that includes two ronner top editors of The 
People's Daily, tbe official Coaxmuiusi 
Party newspaper, represents a significant 
cballeoge to party leaders as they prepare 
for the death of Deng Kiaoping and an 
unpredictable period of pohtiem transi- 
tion. 

Tbe petition appeared as more than 
4,500 delegates to the parliamentary bod- 
ies are assembling for their annu^ ses- 
sions. 

The presentation of the 2.000-word peti- 
tiofl marks the first time io a year that an 
organized group of scholars, writers and 


former Communist Party members have 
join^ together to call op^y for swe^ing 
democratic reforms. Tb^ assertions indi- 
cate that despite continuing r^ression. 
advocates of democracy remain deter- 
mined to press p(ibtical reforms on the 
cofiecaVe l^crskip that has txc in- 
stalled by Mr. Deng, China's paramount 
leader. 

The petition says the only permanent 
solution to comiptioD is the establishment 
of a coosututional democracy with inde- 
pendent legislative and judiaaJ branches 
that would supervise government <^>era- 
tions and police tbe conduct of the party.

Don’t Ever Say ^Cancer’ 

But One Doctor Now Prescribes Truth

TOKYO — When Eiiq>eror Hirohito be- 
gan to vomit ineg^licably and Aen lost 
wdght and energy, his doctors never told him 
what just about everyone dse in Jspaa even- 
tually came to know: He was dying of cancer.

patient, and doctors m J^ian mostly lie to 
cancer patients, even former divinities.

When ^Contmct With America^ Meets PoUtics as Usual

WASHINGTON — The publi- 
can revolution has run up a^inst old- 
fashioned poUiics, with a rann-state 
l^islaior persuading his fellow party 
leaders to abandon a welfare-reforni 
plan that had angered agriculture in- 
terests. 

Pat Roberts, the Kansas Republican 
who beads the House Agricultuns 
Committee, bad been arguing for the 
past month against a prppo^ to re- 
place the nation's St7 billion food 
stamp program with direct pay- 
ments to tbe states. 

The prc^x^. erne of the provisions 
of the Repubbeahs’ Contract With 
America,** had drawn strong opposi- 
tion from grocers, farmers ^ advo- 
cates for the poor, said the 31- 
year-old proo^ ensured a basic level 
of nutrition for low-income American 
families. 


**We want one program at least to be 
a safety net for people who are truly 
needy, ’ Mr. Roberts said. 

Roberts's successful rebellion 
was one oI several signs that the Re- 
publican version of welfare reform has 
begun to run into obstades on its road 
to passage Inr tbe Hmise of RqsreseD- 
tatives, let alone the Senate. 

in a letter signed by three Rqsubli- 
can and three Democratic govmors. 
the National Governors’ Assodaiion 
took issue with provisions of welfare 
legislation recently approved by a 
House subcommittee. 

While Rffiubliean governors played 
down their differences with the House, 
it was clear that they were increasingly 
concerned that, as the welfare legisla- 
tion moved throu^ more congressio- 
nal panels, more federal strings were 
being attached to the funding.

Food stamps are one of the nation's 
largest welfare programs, with 27 mil- 
lion redpienls, more than half of them 
children. 

Unlike other welfare progr ams, in 
which bendits vary i^rora state to state, 
the food stamp program has natumal 
eligibility rules, enabling a f amil y of 
ihrK liviim in any state to receive the 
onipons if their income is $1,027 a 
month or less. 

Often, food stamps have served as 
federal saf^ net under state safety 
nets. Families living in states with low^ 
er welfare payments got more food 
stamps to make up the difference. 
Pood stamps have guaranteed to 
eligible fauces regardless of tbe total 
cost to tbe natiem. 

In other devde^ments. House Re- 
publicans eaaly won passage of a tern- 
l»raiy freeae on new federal regula- 
tions. 

Die measure would prevent the 
CtintOQ administration from imple- 


menting hundreds of federal rules dat- 
ing back to shortly after the Republi- 
can election victory in November. 

The freeze would remain in place 
until the end of this year, or whenev'er 
Congress enacts permanent restric- 
tions on the government's r^ulatory 
auiliority. 

Those restrictions, which mclude 
erecting cost-benefit and risk-assess- 
nrat hurdles for federal rules, will be 
discussed in tl^ House this week. 

The ultimate goal, said Representa- 
tive David Martin Mclntodi. Republi- 
can of Indiana, is to **go back and 
rewrite** a whole range of long-stand- 
ing federal statutes, including those 
governing dean water, wc^lace safe- 
ty, drug approvals and endangered 
spedds protection. 

I'he Inll, which faces an uncertain 
future in the Senate and a promi^ 
presidential veto, passed Friday by a 
vote 276 to 146, with 51 Democrats 
joimiig the Republicans.

Republicans Stand Firm on Budget 

WASHINGTON — Senate Republican leaders say they 
will not go along with Senator 'Sam Nunn. Democrat of 
Oeo rgia^ and change their proposed balanced-budget amend- 
ment to the U.S. Coflsutulioo so that it vrould bar interven- 
tion by federal courts, even if it means defeat for tbe amend- 
ment in a showdown vote Tuesday. 

"If we’re gning to emasculate uie amendment by putting 
provirions in there that are loopholes, we mi^t as well quit 
now,” said Seoator Orrin G. Hatoh of Utah, floor leader for 
the atnendmgn L not lose Straight up and let every 

American know who did it to u5?” 

The impasse created a new obstacle for the amendment — 
centerpiece of the new Republican-led Congress's agenda for 
ihe year —just as it appear^ to be within so^g distance of 
the two-thuds majority required for passage. 

The amendment sailed throu^ the House last month by a 
vote of 300 to 13l and its sponsors have been predicting 
quick ^iproval in the Smate. 

Nunn, one of five uncommitted Democrats who bold 
the key to tbe amendment's fate, surorised many colleagues 
la s* week when he said on the Senate floor that he would vote 
agains t the amend twen t unless h was changed to bar tbe 
courts from intervening to force tax increases or spending 
cuts. (WP)

Jc^ Podesta, a senior adviser to Mr. Clinton, said: "Once 
a g ain, the nomination of Dr. Foster, a good, decent and 
dedicated frfiysidan, has entered the l^d m political distor- 
tion.”

Karachi, a souths port city with a popula- 
tion of 12 million people, looked deserted Sun- 
day after shops pulled down shutters as a sign of 
mourning, witnesses said. 

Traffic Sunday morning was thin in the city's 
normally busy streets. wi& many people appar- 
ently staying home for fear of violence. 

Witnesses said young SUites, ibdr faces cov- 
ered in blade dom, fir^ into ^e air with rifles 
Sunday in the alleys of the populous central and 
southern districts of Karachi.

Herald Tribune, 

Q. Whai are the main trends in the isieroational narcotics 
trade? 

A. The trafnckiit^ and use of traditional drugs of abuse 
such as hercHD. cocaine and cannabis continue to rise. There is 
a big increase in trafficking and use of amphetamines and 
their raw material, qshedrioe. Trafficking in psycholn^ic 
substances, usually used for the trutment of sleeping disor- 
ders and anxieor, is a growing problem. 

These drugs are now widely available on tiie illicit mariceL 
They are often abused in combiAaiion mth other dnjgs, which 
can be particularly harmful, or even fat^, 

Q. How coQcenied are you by the aj^jearance of new and 
highly potent varieties of cannabis? 

A. The appearance of cannabis plants and products with a 
ve^ hi^ content of THC, or tetrahydrorannabinol. the 
principal psycboactive compound in mar^uana. is very wor- 
rying. Plants mth aTHC content of more than ^ percent are 
now being cultivated, oornpared with about 1 to 2 percmit a 
few years ago. Cannabis leaves as sudi do not currently come 
under inteniatioaal control.

Q. So it is not appropriate to describe marguana as a soft 
drug? 

A. Thai is correcL When you have such a high a concentra- 
tion of THC it is UkeTy to 1^ to a new era in the misuse of 
cannons. We do not know bow the wider spread use of highly 
potent forms of cannabis w^ affect the health of the public in 
the long term. 

Q. ^ould governments be as xa^ant about marijuana as 
the so-called hard drugs? 

A. The board has no ambiguity in inviting governments to 
reconsider the classification and control of cannabis plants 
and products. 

Q. Yet some countries, like the Netbedands; are notorious- 
ly tolerant about the use of marijuana. 

A. In quite a few countries, politicians and governments are 
being presaiiized to adopt a more tolerant attitude to illidt 
drug use. But over the years, these liberal polides have been 
tes^ at a voy high cost to the population. For essample, at 
one stage when ^ates were very fredy avdlable, millions of 
people were addicted to t^ium smoking The same trend has 
been observed in recent years in some commnnities in relation 
to cannabis and other substances. The advocacy of recre- 
ational drug use does not pay off and that message must be 
dear and unambiguoas.

Q. As a worid-renowned spedalist on addiction, do you 
believe that there is a fink be^veen soft and hard drugs? 

A. I do not know such a tiling as a harmless recreational i 
drug. ^ dt^tic^ if scnnething affects the mind and changes 
perception, emotions, thininng, cognition etc. then it cannot 
be regarded as innocent or harmless. 

Q. Some states in the United States have introduced very 
harsh pendties. The U.S. crime last summer made the 
cultivation of meue than 60,000 marijuana plants an offense 
punishable by death. Is this the way the world should be 
moving? 

A. 'nial is something that has to be left to govenuneots. 

Ql What is your estimation of rqmrts that drug traffick- 

ers are -viitsmiy takmg over the eccmcanies of some poOT 
countries b^use they have more ready cash than tire aid 
programs of the industrialized nations? 

A. There is some evidence for it, and it is a very sinister 
scenario, because it threatens to undermme sodl^. Money 
Uunderi^ is iocTearingly coomlex and sophisticated. The 
drug trafndters are digging weir tactics all the time; for 
example, by exploiting loopholes. Governments must 
take urgent action against sometii^ that is undermining the 
sta^ty of many countries. 

Q. The situation sounds appalling. Are you having any 
successes? 

A. The key principles for efficient international drug con- 
trol are univer^ adherence to the treaties, in^lementation at 
a national and international level and the co^>eration of the 
governments with ead other and with the board.

Ru s sia, desperate for hard currency 
and trying to keep its nuclear industiy 
alive, wants to sell Four nuclear reactors 
to Ir^ whidi c^d use them to generate 
plutonium for bombs, Washmgton is try- 
ing diplomatically to get Moscow to can- 
cel the deal outnght. Not satisfied with 
the administration's approach, some in 
Cortgress are et^er to retaliate 1^ cutti^ 
^ aid to Russia, including help to dis- 
mantle its nuclear arsenaL 

The most likdy outcome of aU this is 
that Iran will get the reactors, the United 
States and Rusria will be estranged, the 
destruction of Moscow’s nuclear arsenal 
will slow and efforts to curb the spread of 
nuclear arms will be set bad:. 

A wiser course would be for Washing- 
Ion to tiy with Iran what it did with Norm 
Korea — coax it into cutbing its nuclear 
program bdTore it gets the new reactors. 
The fast step is to ask Moscow to bold 
but not necessarily caood, work on the 
reaciots. Then Washington needs to open 
a limited dialogue with Tdiran with the

Non-nuclear Egypt has oonqilicated the 
effort to extend the Nuclear Nonprolifera- 
tion Treafy demanding that israei, an 
imdedared nuclear power, commit its^ to 
eventually agning Otherwise the Egyp- 
tians say they will refuse to support the 
American gew of having everyone vote 
for indeHnite extension when the matter 
comes up formally two months hence. It 
seems extremely unlikely that Israel will 
sign. But it could chuify the conations in 
which it would atxept the treaty restric- 
tions i^t others are expeaoi to bear. 

Israd went nuclear, as did the two other 
undeclared nuclear countries, India and 
Pakistan, out of strategic insecurity. None 
of the three was prq»u^ to bet on some- 
one else’s ‘Nuclear umbreUa." Each dedd- 
^ not to sign the oonproliferatioa treafy 
— neither by declaring itself a nuclear 
power nor by cheating and signing up as 
an ostensibly non-nuclear power. India 
and Pakistan, in thdr threats to each other, 
have come to something of a regional 
balance, although a highly unstable one. 

Israel is the lone nuclear power in its 
r^on. and obviously hopes to stay so. It 
knocked out the bmnb program of one 
maiacmg foe. Iraq, in 1981. Now it seeks 
to mobil^ worid sentiment again^ the 
program of another, Iran. It argues, half 
cp«^y. that its bomb is in responsible 


ttuedear progiw than leqinied by the Nu- 
dear NooproWeratioD ‘Deafy. 

Having signed that treafy and allowed 
mteraationaT^mspectirms, Iran has the 
ri^t to obtain nuclear technology, indud- 
ing reactors, for peaceful punioses. Russia 
is not the o^y country willing to r^^lige; 
Gern^y and China are also interested. 
Yet Iran’s interests are not pur^ peace- 
fuL In exchange for the reactors, it mould 
agree not to construct leprocessing facili- 
ties that could e x t rac t bomb-making plu- 
tonium fr^ the reactor’s ^^t nudear 
fuel, and acc^t more intruave intema- 
tirmal monitoring of its nudear sites. 

Making this strategy work wQl not be 
eaqr, but it has a better chance of success 
than ghimning Jian, whicb wouW Strength- 
en Tehran's milrtaat^ feed its paranoia 
and motivate it to build the bomb.

U NITED NATIONS, New York — 
Ever sinoe the French phflosopha 
Voltaire carried on his famous 18th cen- 
tury pen-pri correspondence with Rus- 
sia's Catbaine the Great, there has been 
a spedal reiationship between the Rus- 
sian and French elites. 1 have been think- 
ing that tids old romanoe between Russia 
and France might have some modern- 
day applicatioQS. 

American officials have been grum- 
bling lately about a budding Russo- 
Frei^ alUboe. Russia and France have 
teamed iqi agamst the United States to 
push tot an eariy lifting of the United 
Nations sanctions on Iraq.

The Russians have even probed about 
jmnmg NATO on the same terms as 
France — bebg part of the alliance but 
not p^ of its nnlitaiy oommand.

Chechnya was just 
as jtirenation, a ^reed boizq> on the road 
to democracy and blab, blah, blah.” AD of 
which only signals to the Russians that, 
there is little cost to ifiisbriiavior. 

In other wonb right now we Ameri- 
cans have a ooncq>tuaJ approach toward 
Russia that does not fit the reality of 
Russia. We keep checking to see if tire 
Russians have become like us, and when 
we discover that tbty haven’t we want to 
dtber punish th e m m w^s that only hurt 
reformers there, or tum a blind eye. 

It is time we started dwnlring of Russia 
as bebg meve like France and less Eke us 
— but only if tire Russians are reatfy to 
do the same. You see. the French may 
disagrre with us on issues. Tbty imgbt 
even kick our ^ies out of Paris. But it 
is virtually ummaginable that France 
would ever take a position that threat- 
ened fundamental U.S. national securi- 
ty mterests. ft is unlikely that Russia 


today would take such a thieateabg 
posilkm — bat not unimaginable. 

The reason that difference is that 
Fiance is an estaWshed democracy and 
an estabhsbed state. It knows exactly 
who it is and where its bmders are.

That 
is; drawii^ red lines to define fundamen- 
ttti U.S. mterests (and I thbir banning 
nuclear reactors for Iran is one of those), 
wfafle learning to ruse our tyebrows b 
other cases and say of the Russians what 
we sttyd* the French: “What do you 
expect? 1(^5 the French.” 

Mt we win ooly be able to treat Russia 
like Fiance after the Russians leam to 
resp^ red lines the way the French do. 
Russia can only be France in our eyes 
after Rusaa derides who Ru^a is.

It’s 1995 and Not 1945, but Still Not Time to Shed Tears for Dresden 



W ASHINGTON — It must 
be tempting to take the high 
ground of the present and decl^ 
the destruction of Dresden 
was unnecessaiy and inhiunane. 
From today’s American perspec- 
tive^ color^ by the mnnory of 
destroybg Vietnamese viOa^ m 
order to save them, the ouutary 
cannot but bungle and blunder. 

We have long known that pow- 
er comqsts. ^me thoughtfuTpeo- 
ple also come to believe (bat over- 
whelming firepower overwhrims 
the rational min^ and that the 
more overwhelming the power, 
the less reasonable it becomes. 

American standards defining 
excessive use of power have soft- 
ened much in the past 50 years. 
Nowadays the U.S. government 
will do its utmost to avoid using 
military force, lesorthig instead 
to sanctions (as against Serbia) 
and imperfect docu^nts (as wth 
North Korea). And when in an 
extreme instance the president 
decides to strike, he refrains from 
crushing the enemy in his bunker 
(as in &ddam Hussein's case). 

But in confronting Nazi Germa- 
ny it was the uninhibited use of 
overwhehning firepower — and its 
equivalent in diplomacy, inris- 
lence on unconditional surrender 
— that ultimately secured Allied 
victory. In the instances when the 
Allies dithered — the needless re- 
luctance to land AngJo-American 
forces in the Balkans, the sinister 
Soviet delay in keq>ing the Red 
Army out of Warsaw so that Ger- 
mans could destroy it —the conse- 
quences lengthened the Ibt of 
those eliminated by the Nazis. 
Dresden was a strategic railway

transit hub. British asHitary pian- 
ners noted that it increasingly fa- 
dlitated German titx^ move- 
ment between the eastern and 
western fronts. Anchored in the 
presenL some commeniaiors ap- 
ply today’s refined standards m 
evaluating a case past retribu- 
tion. Without much thought giv- 
en to the Iqgri and emotional cli- 
mate of the times they judge, thty 
indict those on the Ac^o- Ameri- 
can side who bad the power to 
punish and who osed that po'iw. 

At best, such inteUectual time 
travd suggests “Star Trek” ^i- 
sodes of the ^texprire crew set- 
tling deputes Ity fading a smart 
oompromise. At worst, tire attempt 
pctyects a braad of seif-righteous- 
ness that brings tire good guys 
down to the le^ of the bad guys. 

In a lecent article in Wash- 

ington Post, Ken Ringle dolefully 
recalls the peaceful, highly civi- 
lized town of Dresden, miracu- 
lously spared from Allied air 
raids prior to the firebombing. 
But with the Gennans’ record of 
massacring dviliau populations 
and destroying historic cities in 
the many countries they invaded, 
would it have been realistic for 
the Allies to repress anger and 
banish all thought of revengC? 

Given the hatred that the Ger- 
mans caused, could there have 
bora a decision in Allied councils 
to act with oxnpa^on as the ene- 
my was at last falling on its knees? 

What would have inspired Al- 
lied statesmen and generals (o be 
so restrained as to stop short of 
reducing Nari Germany to ”an 


Inert oewpse.” in historian John 
Kenan’s odtfly excessive phrase. 
Uppermost in the Anglo-Ameri- 
can leaders' minds — and in the 
minds of those who suffered un- 
der Nazi occupation — was a fact 
that no repetition can grind into a 
dicbe: Gerroany brought the war 
upon itself and set the rules. 

Pilot BeqjamiD Olsen, now of 
Betbesda, Maryland, did not re- 
fuse the Older that sent him and 
lus B-17 over Dresden. He has no 
regrets, Mr. Ringle reports. Good 
lor Mr. Oban. For Freruary 1945 
was not a time to hesitate, Ham- 
let-like. before striking. 

Nor should Mr. Olsen feel 
guilty now, in the morally p^ 
sumptuous 1990s, for canying 
out an order that was reasonable 
in anotto time, during the course 
of a war that knew no me^. 

In bD the many war stories told 
by my rehitives and friends who 
lived undCT German occupation, 
oo Oennao soldier showed sym- 
pathy for people whose life and 
death was in his hands. Has it 
become inappropriate to bring up 
surii barrii meinories? Do we 
hare to limit ourselves to tte pi- 
eties of ourjoint mourning for the 
war dead? Win my children be 
called upon to feel at the 7Sth 
annivesraiy that they and their 
peers in Germany carry equal 
burdens of the past? 

For roe, this SOlh anniversary 
year began with the German oc- 
cupation of my native Hungary 
in March 1994. TIk Allied land- 
ing in Nromandy was followed by 
the transports to Auschwitz from 


my buti^lace, Debrecen. Every 
month blinds more anniversaries; 
evetything important seemed to 
have happened half a century ago, 

1 doa\ blame the Arnicas 
and British generals iriio laid 
wreaths in Dr^en. Today’s peace 
requires honoring the war drad of 
ibe former enemy. 1, too, have vis- 
ited Germany and met young Ger- 
mans who are irresistibly earnest 
in their desire to understand the 
past and to find ideas and values 
that bind us together. 

But I have no tears left for 


Dresden. I don’t wish lo go there; 
I don’t want to be eiq) 06 ed to 
th^ grief. (Their anger would 
only harden my heart, and I 
would not want that, dther.) I 
would not like to be in a position 
to tell a sensitive German bom 
since the war that my losses are 
greater than his. 1 don’t care to 
win such an sigumeat.

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Currency Markets Cateh a Bad Cold From Polities

P.ARIS — Like a muiaoi vinb that 
confoimdh and distresses the medical 
profestion, the upset unfold^ in the 
European currency market is causing 
concern because it differs radically 
from previous crises and looks to be 
immune to the iraditiooa] rem^es.

Korea Firm Watches Its Zenith Stake Get Diluted 


Zenith Electronics Civp. has had its 
ups and downs in recent months, but 
one thii^ that has gone straight down 
is LG Buriness Group's stake in the 
last American television maker, which 
is based in Glenview, minois. 

LG, the q»awJing South Korean 
condomerate formerly known as 
Lucky-Goldstar Groi^. bou^l 1.4S 
mUlum Zouth shares in ]991,bdping 
the f^nwipatiy stave c^f a hos^e tak^ 
over. By die folknriiig year, it was 
undear why anybody would have 
fniigh i for Zenith, wl^ bardy skirt- 
ed bankrupt^ vriih the aid of its 
bankers. 

Zenith's problems were partly 
caused by LG's Gtridstar Co., which 
along with other Korean and Taiwan- 
ese television makers essenltally 
pushed the hidiepcost U.S. compa- 
nies out of ^ misiness. They pushed 
T^ith too, whidi transferred much of 
its n^annfaiit iwin g to Mexico. That 
move and a dedaon to focus on. tcleW- 
aoRS, videocassette recorders and ca- 
Ue decoders allowed it to cut costs, 
and U survived long oioud to reap 
the advantages of its tedmrao^cal ad- 
vantage in laige-screen tdevisions. 

In the third quarts of 1994, Zenith 
was profitable for tbe first time la 
three years, with eainmgs of S9.4 mil- 
lion, lately reflecting the growii^ 
American taste for large-screen televi- 
siems ^t are the praerred receivers 
fcH* the burgeoning number of premi- 
um fjwnnris caiira on Cable and sat- 
ellite systems. But one reason for the 
popularity of sets with screens of 25 
iiKmes (640 imJEmeteis) and larger is 
that the costs are fallaig. with prices 
bdow $300 for srane mbdds. At the 
end of 1994, Zenith had a fourth- 
quarter loss of $3.3 imliion and its 
seventh straight annual deficit, $143 
millton, but that was an improvement 
fnnnthe$97imllionshortfaU(tf 1993.

To pare its debts. Zenith has been 
pladng new stock with big sh^hold- 
ers, vriueb has had the effect of reduc- 
ing Ooldkar’s stake, since (he Korean 
company has not taken up any of the 


new equi^. Late last year. Goldstar's 
1.4S shares made up a 33 

pneem stake of the 45 million out- 
standing s^es, but in December. Ze- 
nith fil^ a shelf r^islratiuo to sell an 
additional 63 milljoD shares. 

Ccddsiar executives in New Jersey 
refused to return repeated phone cstils 
yrfcmj^ comment on the dwindling 
stake, and a Zouib spok e sman would 
say that the two companies maio- 
tawiad an “ongoing" relationship that 
haH existed brfore the Korean cosnpa- 
ny*s investment. 

John Maack is a fund manas^r at 
Crabbe Huson Group, which has been 
Z^th’s biggest shareholder, with a 
stake more than 6 percent late last 
year.

Internation^'s David Sainoff Re- 
search Center, which does commercial 
researefa to video and iinagiog. The 
alliance has been working with the 
Fedoal C omm unications Commis- 
RM to set hIOTV standards. At the 
Consumer Bectronics Show in Las 
V^as last month, ATAT unvriled a 
se(-t<^ computer box and remote con-

Tbe latter is making its 
U.S. debut, while the Natick store is 
Memsoon's foiirtfa in America.

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M adison, Wisconsin — For more 
than half a cennuy, this capital of 
spht-perstmaiity state that produced both 
the La FoQette Progressive mcnexDeni and 
Senator Jo^h R. McCarthy has been pas- 
sionately divided over Frank Lloyd Wn^L 
If many here in Wright’s bewhood home 
recognized him as one m the century’s great 
ardiitects. there were plenty <rf cithers who 
reviled him as an autocrat, a wooDanizer 
and, perhaps worst of all. a habitual dead- 
beat whose real genius lav in bouncing 
diecks and dod^g 1^ coIlectarsL 
Wright, who lived here from age 1 1 to 19. 
planned 32 buildings for sites in the city 
during his career. Of the nine that were 
built, dght remain, including a Prairie 
House, the Unitarian church ^ the fixst 
“Usonian.”

But one plan for Madison stood out not 
just for tte ambition of its design but for 


the legmdary battle it spawned. Monona 
Terrace, a project fust unveiled in 1938, 
was a grand vision of towers, fountains 
and terraces rising from the shores of I^ke 
Monona in the shadow of the C^itoL 

Time and ^ain, Wright's admirers per- 
suaded voteis to 31:073x^*6 bonds for the 
constructiem. ooly to be thwarted by equally 
dedicated Wri^t foes, laigdy businessmen 
who con^lained about the buUding's cost 
and despised Wiigbt's politics.
